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Annals Volume 20 began with a Special Issue on Tourist Arts 20(1), 
addressing theoretical issues and providing case studies from around 
the globe. Subsequent issues cover a wide range of research topics 
and methodological questions. New subject headings introduced below 
include issues such as intellectual property, cultural politics and West- 
ern orientalism; specific ethnic groups such as the Hmong; and topics 
ranging from budget travelers to joint ventures. These headings docu- 
ment current foci in tourism research. The Indexer’s dilemma as usual 
is whether to cover a new emphasis with an old gloss for index economy 
or to use the author’s own phrase.
